United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  Illinois  territo- 
ry  shall  be  divided  into  three  circuits  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Ilia 
counties  of  Madison  and  St.  Clair  shall  com- 
pose the  first  circuit,  the  counties  of  Randolph 
and  Johnson  shall  compose  the  second  circuit, 
and  the  counties  of  Gallatin  and  Edwards  shall 
compose  the  third  circuit. 

Sec.  3 And  be  it  further  enacted  That  the 
Judges  heretofore  appointed,  or  which  may 
hereafter  he  appointed  for  Illinois  territory, 
under  the  authority  of  the  government  of  the 
United  Stales,  shall  previous  to  the  time  pre-

Aem-York,  July  24. 

e The  ship  Minerva-Smyth,  capt.  Allen, 
arrived  ui  this  port  yesterday  from  Liver- 
pool, 10th  of  June,  and  brings  Liverpool 
papers  of  that  dale,  London  papers  of  the 
8th,  and  Lloyd’s  Lists  to  the  8th.  A file 
of  each  is  received  at  the  Office  of  the 
Mercantile  Advertiser.  They  contain  a 
great  mass  of  interesting  matter,  of  which 
our  limits  will  not  permit  us  to  give  more 
than  a brief  outline. 

Hostilities  had  not  commenced  on  the 
Continent.  Preparation  on  a scale  of 
great  magnitude  continued  to  be  making 


he  is  said  to  have  actually  arrived  in  that 
city. 

The  assembly  of  the  Champ  de-Mai 
was  held  at  Haris  on  the  last  day  of  that 
month.  Napoleon,  it  was  expected 
would  leave  Haris  for  the  frontiers  on  the 
3d  of  July,  two  field  equipages  having 
been  prepared  for  him. 

The  British  House  of  commons,  on  the 
5th  June,  voted  an  Address  for  a monu- 
ment to  the  memory  of  sir  Edward, 
Hackenham. 

A vessel  had  arrived  at  Falmouth, 
which  left  Baltimore  on  the  29ih  ot 
April. 

The  .Allied  Monarchs  had  not  depar- 
ted from  Vienna  on  the  27th  of  May. 

The  whole  Russian  force  (consisting  of 
84,334  men  26,000  horses,  and  a great 
park  of  artillery)  was  far  advanced  to- 
wards the  complete  establishment  of  its 
communication  with  the  Grand  Austrian 
army  on  the  right. 

Although  no  act  of  hostility  has  been 
comniiiloe  against  Napoleon  by  land,  the 
war  appears  to  have  commenced  at  sea. 
The  Bru  ish  frigate  fthin,  from  Hiymouth, 
on  a cauize,  has  captured  the  French  brig 
Alexis,  from  Rouen  for  Brest,  doubtless 
acting  under  the  orders  of  the  Court  ol 
Admiralty. 

The  U.  S.  sloop  of  war  Wasp  is  re- 
ported, i.i  the  London  papers,  to  have 
sunk  two  British  slops  near  Marin- 
harn. 

The  English  Indian  ship  Bengal,  with 
a rich  cargo,  has  been  destroyed  by  an 
accidental  first,  and  above  twenty  per- 
sons unfortunately  perished.  She  was 
to  have  sailed  on  the  following  day  for 
England.

The  French  frigate  Melpomene,  had 
been  captured  in  the  Bay  of  Nalpes,  in 
attempting  to  violate  tire  blockade. 

The  civil  war  continued  to  rage  in 
France  at  the  date  of  the  last  accounts. 
French  funds  at  the  lowest  ebb  to  which 
they  have  yet  fallen,  viz  55  to  55 
1-4. 

It  is  stated  that  an  action  took  place 
on  the  28th  May,  in  which  Bonaparte’s 
General  (Travot)  with  3000  men  was 
ouied  with  great  loss.

Murat,  it  was  reported,  had  made 
good  his  escape,  and  had  arrived  at 
Paris.

CHAMP  DE  MAI 
The  above  mentioned  papers  contain 
likewise  a very  long  and  interesting  ac- 
count ot  the  transactions  which  occurred 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Chamfi  cle  Mai. 
It  is  described  as  a national  festival,  at 
once  magiificient  and  impressive.  The 
Emperor’s  throne  was  placed  in  front  ol 
the  military  school,  between  two  amphi- 
theatres, in  which  15000  persons  were 
ated.  An  altar  was  erected  in  the 
middle,  and  at  the  distance  of  100  fath- 
oms, was  raised  anothcrjdetachcd  throne 
which  commanded  the  whole  Champ  de 
Mars,  l’he  Emperor  having  proceeded 
in  magnificent  procession  to  the  Champ 
de  Mars,  seated  himself  on  the  throne 
amidst  universal  acclamation.  Mass 
was  then  performed  by  the  Arcnbishop 
rs.  When  Mass  was  over,  the

the  nation  and'your  majesty.  Assembled 
from  all  the  quarters  of  the  Empire  a- 
round  the  table  of  the  law,  upon  which  we 
have  just  inscribed  the  will  of  the  people 
— that  will  which  is  the  only  legitimate 
source  of  power — it  is  imposible  for  us 
to  repeat  the  cry  of  Fi  ance,  of  which  we 
are  the  immediate  organs,  not  to  declare 
in  the  presence  of  Europe,  to  the  august 
chief  of  the  nation,  what  it  expects  of  him 
and  what  he  ought  to  expect  from  it.’ 
The  orator  enquired  what  were  the  de- 
signs of  the  Allies,  and  what  had  occas 
ioned  their  aggression  ? “ Wc  will  not,” 

he  exclamed,  have  for  our  head  him 
whom  our  enemies  choose  for  us,  but  we 
will  have  him  to  whom  they  are  adverse 
They  presume,”  he  continued,  « to  pro- 
scribe you  personally — You,  Sire,  who 
though  so  often  master  of  their  capitals; 
had  generously  re-established  them  on 
their  tottering  thrones  ! This  hatred  of 
our  enemies  strengthens  our  attachment 
to  you.  Were  the  meanest  of  our  citi- 
zens proscribed,  we  ougiit  to  defend  him 
with  the  same  energy  : he  would  be,  like 
you,  under  the  aegis  of  the  law,  and  of  the 
power  of  France.”  The  speaker  then  no- 
ticed the  threatened  ^invasion  of  France, 
“yet  shut  up  in  frontiers, {which  nature  has 
not  given  us  !”  “ Ought  they  not,”  he 
adds,11  to  be  afraid  of  reminding  us  of  ve- 
ry different  times,  and  a very  different 
state  of  things  which  however,  migh  t 
once  more  recur.”  “ Because  France,” 
he  asks,  “ determines  to  be  France,  must 
she  be  degraded,  torn,  dismembered  ; and 
is  the  fate  of  Poland  reserved  for  us  f” — 
The  speaker  then  declared  the  Allies  to 
cloak  fatal  designs  under  the  mask  of  the 
sole  intention  of  separating  the  Emperor 
from  the  nation.  ,l  They  would  no  lon- 
ger be  ante  (says  the  speaker)  to  believe 
our  oaths — vve  could  no  longer  believe 
their  promises.  Titles — the  feudal  sys- 
tem— privileges — ill  that  is  odious  to  us 
were  evidently  ihe  aim’and  bottom  of  their 
thoughts.  ’ This  energetic  speech  con- 
cludes in  the  foliowing  words — “ Sire, 
notning  is  imposible,  nothing  will  be  spar- 
ed, to  secure  honor  and  independence, 
those  goods  more  dear  than  life  ! Every 
thing  will  be  done  to  repel  ati  ignomin- 
ious yoke.  We  say  it  to  nations — may 
their  chiefs  hear  us  ! If  they  accept 
your  offers  of  peace,  the  French  people 
will  expect  from  your  administration, 
strong,  liberal,  and  paternal  motives  to 
consoive  it  for  the  sacrifice  which  peace 
has  cost  us  , but  if  they  will  leave  us  on- 
ly a choice  between  war  and  shame,  the 
the  whole  nation  rises  entire  for  war  ; it  is 
ready  to  extricate  you  from  the  ofTers, 
perhaps  too  moderate,  which  you  have 
made  to  spare  Europe  a new  convulsion. 
Every  Frenchman  is  a soldier.  Victory 
will  attend  your  Eagles  ; and  our  enemies, 
who  reckon  upon  our  divisions,  will  soon 
regret  having  provoked  us.” 

At  the  conclusion  af  this  speech,  the 
Champ  de  Mars,  resounded  with  shouts 
of  " Vive  le  A'ution  ! — Vive  le  EmfiereurA 
The  Arch-chancellor  then  proclaimed  the 
result  of  the  votes,  by  which  the  addition- 
al Act  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Empire 
is  accepted  almost  unanimously.  These 
were  1,282,357  affirmative,  and  4,207 
negative  votes.  The  chief  of  the  Her- 
alds at  arms  then  declared  the  accep- 
tance of  the  additional  Act  by  the  French 
People — New  acclamations  were  heard 
from  every  part  The  Grand  Chamberlain 
placed  a table  before  the  throne,  on  which 
was  laid  the  additional  Act,  and  the  Arch- 
chancellor delivered  a pen  to  price  Joseph 
who  presented  it  to  the  Emperor,  and 
His  Majesty  invested  with  his  signature 
the  act  ofpromulgation  of  the  Constitution 
The  table  being  removed,  the  Emperor 
seated  and  covered,  addressed  the  assem 
bly  He  said,  “ Emperor,  Consul,  Sol- 
dier, I hold  every  thing  from  the  peo. 
pie. — In  prosperity,  in  adiersity,  in  the 
field  of  battle,  in  council,  on  the  throne, 
in  exile,  France  has  been  the  sole  and 
constant  object  of  ray  thoughts  and  ac- 
tions. Like  that  King  of  Athens,  I sac- 
rificed myselfr  fo  my  people,  in  the  hope 
of  witnessing  the  realization  of  the  prom- 
ise given  to  guaranty  to  France  her  natu- 
ral integrity — her  honours  and  her 
rights.”  The  Emperor  concluded  his 
address  in  the  following  energetic  terms, 
“ Frenchmen,  you  are  about  to  return  into 
your  departments.  Tell  the  citizens  that 
circumstances  are  arduous  ! — that  with 
union,  energy,  and  perseverance,  we  shall 
come  off  victorious  from  that  ’ struggle  of 
a great  people  with  its  opposers  ; that  fu- 
ture generations  will  severely  scrutinize 
our  conduct ; that  a nation  has  lost  every 
thing  when  it  has  lost  its  independence 
Tell  them,  that  the  foreign  Kings  whom 
I raised  to  the  throne,  or  who  are  indebt- 
ed to  me  for  the  preservation  of  their 
crowns  ; who  all,  in  the  time  of  my  pros- 
perity, courted  my  alliance  and  the  pro- 
tection of  the  French  people,  are  now 
aiming  all  their  blows  at  nty  person.  If 
I did  not  see  that  it  is  against  the  coun- 
try that  they  are  really  directed,  I would 
place  at  their  pisposal  this  life  against 
which  they  manifest  such  animosity. 
But  tell  the  citizen  also,  that  while  the 
French  shall  retain  for  me  the  sentiments 
of  love,  of  which  they  give  so  many  proofs 
this  rage  of  our  enemies  will  be  impo- 
tent.

His  Majesty’s  speech  was  received 
with  demonstrations  of  the  warmest  em- 
otions, and  when  he  had  done  speaking, 
the  Archbishop  of  Bourges,  approached 
the  throne,  and  kneeling,  presented  the 
N.  Testament  to  the  Emperor  who  took 
the  oath  in  these  terms,  “ I swear  to  ob- 
serve the  constitutions  of  the  empire, 


and  to  make  them  to  be  observed.” 
— The  Prince  Arch-Chancellor  then 
at  the  foot  of  the  throne,  first  pro- 
nounced the  oath  of  obedience  to  the  Con- 
stitution, and  fidelity  to  the  Emperor. — 

1 he  assembly  repeated,  unanimously, 
“ We  swear  it.”  During  this  speech  and 
takit  g the  oa'h,  the  members  ol  the  cen- 
tral deputation  seated  themselves  on  the 
throne,  about  the  Emperor,  who  was  sur- 
rounded by  them  as  a father  by  his  fami- 
ly.— Te  Drum  was  sung  after  the  oath, 
and  the  deputies  retired  from  the  throne. 
Tiie  emperor  having  then  laid  aside  the 
Imperial  robe,  advanced  to  the  first  steps 
of  the  throne,  and  on  delivering  the  Eagle 
and  Colours  to  the  National  Guaid,  call- 
ed upon  them  to  “ swear  to  defend  them 
at  the  price  of  your  blood.’’ — Universal 
cries  of  « We  swear  it”  resounded 
throughout  the  enclosure,  aud  it  was 
amid  tnose  acclamations,  and  surrounded 
by  the  Eagles  of  all  the  armed  corps  of 
France,  that  the  Emperor  went  with  his 
whole  retinue  to  place  himself  on  the  ele- 
vated throne  in  the  middle  of  the  Champ 
de  Mars.  There  he  gave  the  Eagles  to 
the  presidents  of  the  departments  and  of 
the  arrondisemenls,  and  to  the  chiefs  of 
the  Guards.  All  the  troops  then  sur- 
rounded the  throne,  the  officers  standing 
in  the  first  line. — The  Emperor  said— 
“ Soldiers  of  the  National  Guards  of  Pa- 
ris— Soldiers  of  the  Imperial  Guards  1 I 
confide  to  you  the  Imperial  Eagle  with 
the  National  Colors.  You  swear  to  per- 
ish if  necessary,  to  defend  it  against  the 
enemies  of  the  country  and  of  the  throne. 
(The  whole  army,  assembled  around  the 
throne,  was  within  hearing,  and  interrupt- 
ed the  Emperor  with  a thousand  times 
repeated  cries  of — “ IVe  swear  it" ) — 
You  swear  never  to  acknowledge  any 
other  rallying  sign — (Unanimous  cries  a- 
gain  resounded  of  “ We  swear  it.”  The 
drums  beat  and  silence  was  restored.) 
You  soldiers  of  the  National  Guard  of 
Paris,  swear  not  to  suffer  the  enemy  a- 
gain  to  pollute  the  capital  of  the  great 
nation.  It  is  to  your  valor  I shall  con- 
fide it.  Cries  of  ‘ we  swear,’  were  re- 
peated a thousand  and  a thousand  times. 
And  you,  soldiers  of  the  imperial  guard, 
you  swear  to  surpass  yourselves  in  the 
campaign  that  is  about  to  open,  and  die 
all  ol  you,  rather  than  suffer  foreigners 
to  come  and  dictate  laws  to  the  country. 
The  acclamations,  the  shouts  of  ‘ we 
swear  it,’  resounded  again,  and  were  re- 
peated throughout  the  whole  extent  of  the 
Champ  de  Mars. 

IMPERIAL  SESSION  OP  THE  TWOCHAM- 
BEUS. 

Paris,  Wednesday,  June  7. 

At  3 o’clock,  the  member's  of  the  Chamber  of 
Peers,  and  those  of  the  Council  of  State,  were 
introduced  by  deputations,  and  took  their  pla- 
ces ; the  Peers  on  the  first  our  rows  of  bench- 
es, on  the  right  of  the  throne,  and  the  Coun- 
cilors of  State  on  the  two  first  benches  on  the 
left.  The  Representatives  occupied  all  the 
rest  of  the  Hall,  into  which  no  stranger  was 
admitted.  The  galleries,  which  are  general 
ly  public,  and  into  which  no  persons  came, 
except  with  tickets,  were  filled  with  about 
300  persons.  A large  Tribune  was  reserved 
tor  Madame,  the  Emperor’s  Mother,  the  Prin- 
cess Hortense,  and  the  ladies  of  their  court 
The  seat  of  her  Imperial  Highness  Princess 
Joseph  remained  vacant.  At  half  past  4,  the 
Emperor,  preceded  by  Herald  at  Arms,  Pages, 
Ministers,  Marshals,  and  the  two  Princes  his 
brothers,  entered  amidst  unanimous  acclama- 
tions. All  the  spectators  rose  spontaneously. 

His  majesty  seated  himself  on  the  Throne, 
having  Prince  Joseph  on  h is  right,  and  Prince 
Lucien  on  his  left-  Cardinal  Fesch  was  seated 
on  a chair  ; on  the  right,  the  Arch  Chancel- 
lor presented  to  the  Emperor  the  members  of 
the  two  Chambers,  that  they  might  take  the 
oath  before  him- 

M Cauchy,  Secretary  to  the  Chamber  of 
Peers,  and  Medoch,  Secrtary  to  the  Chamber 
of  Representatives,  called  on  eafch  member  in 
succession,  and  they  all  took  the  same  oath 
that  had  been  agreed  on  at  the  sitting  of  yes- 
terpay. 

Among  the  Marshals  present  at  the  cere- 
mony, we  observed  the  Duke  of  Corncglianac, 
the  Duke  of  Dalmatia,  the  Duke  of  IJantzig, 
the  Prince  of  Esling,  and  the  Prince  of  Eck- 
muhl. 

The  ceremonial  being  concluded,  th«  Empe- 
ror uncovered  himself  and  saluted  the  assem- 
bly: and  being  again  covered,  pronoonced  a 
discourse,  of  which  we  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  collect  the  words 
Gentlemen  of  the  Chamber  of  Peers, 

Gentleman  of  the  Chamber  ofBepresentativcs, 


but  for  the  increased  expenditure  rendered  re- 
quisite by  existing  circumstances.  Never- 
theless, all  might  he  met,  if  the  receipts  com- 
prised in  the  budget  would  all  he  realised  with- 
in theyear;  my  minister  will  direct  your  at- 
tention to  the  means  of  arriving  at  this  re- 
sult. 

It  is  possible  that  the  first  duty  of  the  Prince 
may  soon  call  me,  at  the  head  of  the  children 
ot  the  nation  to  combat  for  our  country.  The 
army  and  myself  will  do  our  duty. 

Do  you  Poire  and  Representatives,  give  the 
nation  the  example  of  confidence,  energy  and 
patriotism  ; and  like  the  senate  of  the  great 
people  of  antiquity,  resolve  to  die  l ather  than 
survive  the  dishonor  and  degradation  of  France 
The  sacred  cause  of  the  country  shall  tri- 
umph  *’ 

This  discourse  was  followed  by  cries  ofVive 
I’Empereur!  Vive  1’lmperatrice  ! Vive  la  Fa- 
mille  linperiaie  ! Vive  la  Patric  ! Vive  la  Na- 
tion !— The  same  acclamations  the  same  trans- 
ports followed  his  majesty  when  passing 
through  the  crowd  of  deputies  as  he  left  the 
llall.  The  President  re-conducted  the  Empe- 
ror, at  the  head  of  the  deputation.  Return- 
ing to  the  assembly,  hececlared  the  sitting  to 
be  terminated,  and  that  of  tile  morrow  would 
commence  at  noon.  The  order  of  the  day  will 
probably  he  the  nomination  of  a commission 
to  draw  up  an  address  to  his  majesty. 

The  Paris  papers  present  a long  and  highly 
interesting  debate  in  the  French  chamoer  of 
representative!',  of  the  5th  and  6th  June,  iu 
which  a strong  attachment  appeared  to  mani- 
fest itself,  of  identifying  t he  Emperor  with  the 
govt  -nmeilt  and  army  ; the  discussions  closed 
by  voting  the  form  of  an  oath,  swearing  fideli- 
ty to  him,  as  the  legitimate  head  of  the  state,  «-. 
and  first  tie  of  the  union. 

Pauls,  June  8 — Gen.  Bellard,  who  was  at 
Naples  at  the  time  of  the  capitulation  of  that 
city,  made  a treaty  in  behalf  of  all  Frenchmen 
who  were  there  at  that  time. 

All  the  equipages  of  the  Emperor  have  set 
out,  one  part  for  Laon,  the  other  for  Strati- 
burg, 

\ part  of  the  equipages  of  the  allied  sove 
reigns  has  arrived  a'  Frankfort. 

King  Murat  Was  furnished  with  an  English 
passport  to  come  in  safety  to  France. 

The  King  of  Sardinia  has  just  published  a 
decree  obliging  all  foreigners  to  quit  Pied- 
mont. 

The  King  of  Naples  landed  at  Cannes  on  the 
25lh  ot  May.  That  Prince  owes  his  misfor- 
tunes entirely  to  the  cowardice  of  the  Neapol- 
itan troops.  On  entering  his  capital  he  soon 
found  it  was  impossible  to  maintain  himself 
there.  He  left  it  on  Horseback  on  the  20th 
May,  and  having  proceeded  along  the  coast  in 
front  of  the  island  of  lstria,  he  embarked  on 
boat'd  a vessel  belonging  to  the  Island  of  Elba, 
which  conveyed  him  in  five  days  to  Cannes. 
After  his  departure  from  Naples  the  Austria!  * 
entered  the  city,  and  the  English  the  port. 
The  Queen  had  retired  tn  one  of  the  fortresses, 
where  she  capitulated  with  the  English.  She 
embarked  on  the  21st  for  Toulon  on  hoard  of 
an  English  vessel  Two  Italian  officers  who 
left  Naples  at  the  same  time  as  the  Queen  ar- 
rived on  the  29th  May  at  l oulon,  with  Gen. 
Bclliard  and  the  Prince  of  Kocca  Romana,  on 
board  of  an  Elbese  pink.

“ For  three  months  past,  circumstances  and 
the  confidence  of  the  people  invested  me  with 
unlimited  power-  At  this  moment  the  most 
anxious  wish  of  my  heart  is  accomplishing. 
I have  just  commenced  the  constitutional  mo- 
narchy. 

Men  are  too  feeble  to  secure  the  future ; 
institutions  alone  fix  the  destinies  of  nations. 
Monarchy  is  necessary  to  France,  to  guaran- 
tee the  liberty,  the  independence  and  the  rights 
of  the  people. 

Our  constitutions  arc  scattered  : one  of  our 
most  important  occupations  will  be  to  consol- 
idate them  into  one  body,  and  co-ordinately  to 
arrange  them  in  one  s mple  system.  This  la- 
bor will  recommend  the  present  epoch  to  fu- 
ture generations.  I am  anxious  to  see  France 
enjoy  all  possible  liberty  ; I say  possible,  be- 
cause anarchy  still  leads  to  absolute  govern- 
ment. A formidable  coalition  of  kings  assails 
our  independence  : their  armies  arrive  on  our 
frontiers. 

The  Melpomene  frigate  has  been  attacked 
and  taken  in  the  Mediterranean,  after  a san- 
guinary action  with  an  English  vessel  of  74 
guns ! Blood  has  been  shed  during  the  peace  ! 

Our  enemies  rely  upon  our  internal  divis 
ions.  They  excite  and  forment  civil  war 
Risings  have  taken  place  : communications 
are  held  with  Ghent,  as  with  Goblentz  in  1792 
Legislative  measures  are  indispensable-  I 
place  unreserved  confidence  in  your  patriot- 
ism, your  intelligence,  and  your  attachment  to 
my  person. 

The  liberty  of  the  press  is  inherent  in  the 
existing  constitution  ; no  change  can  be  made 
in  that  respect  without  altering  the  whole  of 
our  political  system  ; but  repressive  laws  are 
necessary,  more  especially  in  the  actual  state 
of  the  nation.  I recommend  this  important 
subject  to  your  meditations.

To  the  politeness  ol  Mr.  Worsley,  we  are 
indebt  d for  the  loan  ot  a paper  containing 
Lord  Wellington's  official  account  of  a Great 
Battle!  Eur  pe,  from  whicli  we  have  made 
the  following  extracts  : 

WATERLOO,  June  19,  1815. 

Mv  Lord— Bonaparte  having  collected  the 
1st  2d  Sd  4ih  ami  6ih  corps  of  the  French 
Army  and  the  Imperial  Guards,  and  nearly  all 
the  csv airy  on  die  Sainbie  and  between  that 
river  and  the  Meuse,  between  tlie  HKh  and 
the  14th  ol  the  ITun.li,  advanced  on  the  15th 
and  attacked  Ihe  Prussian  posts  at  Thuin  and 
Loliez,  on  the  bambre,  at  day  light  in  the 
m m ng 

I did  not  hear  of  these  events,  till  the  eve 
ningofthe  15 ill  and  1 immediately  ordered 
the  G ops  to  prepare  to  ma.  cii ; and  afterwards 
to  match  to  their  left,  as  soon  as  I had  intel- 
ligence trom  other  qua-.t;rs,  to  prove  that  the 
enemy’s  movements  upon  Gii..r.eroy  was  the 
real  attack. 

The  enemy  drove  the  Russian  posts  from  the 
SailiD-.e  on  that  day  ; and  Gen  Zictor,  who 
commanded  the  corps  Waicu  had  teen  atChar- 
leroy  retired  upon  Fleurs;  and  Marshal 
prince  Blucher,  concentrated  the  Prussian 
army  upon  Sambret,  holding  the  villages  in 
iront  ot  lus  position,  ot  St  Aniaml  anl  Ligney. 

The  enemy  continued  his  march,  along  the 
road  from  Oharleroy  towarJs  Bruxels,  and  on 
the  same  evening,  the  15th  attacked  a brigade 
of  the  army  of  the  Ne.herlanvh,  und.r  the 
Prince  de  Wiemer,  posted  at  Fiasne,  and 
forced  it  back  to  tue  farm  house  on  tlie  same 
j-oad, called  Its  Qualre  Bras.

These  attacks  were  tepeated  un'il 
about  7 in  live  evening,  when  they  made 
a desperate  effort  with  the  cavalry  and 
infantry,  supported  by  tlie  fire  of  artillery, 
to  force  our  left  centre  near  the  farm  of 
La  Haye  Saintc,  which  after  a severe  con- 
test was  defeated,  and  having  observed 
that  the  troops  retreated  from  this  attack 
m great  confusion,  and  that  the  march  of 
Gen.  Btilow’s  corps  by  Ensuherment 
upon  Planchenost  and  Lu  Belle  Alliance, 
had  begun  to  take  effect,  and  as  I could 
perceive  the  fire  of  his  command,  and  as 
Marshal  Prince  Blucher  had  joined  in 
person  with  a corps  of  our  army  to  the 
left  of  our  line  by  Ohain.  I determined 
to  attack  the  enemy,  and  immediately 
advmccd  the  whole  line  of  infantry,  sup- 
ported by  the  cavalry  and  artillery.  The 
attack  succeeded  in  every  point;  the  ene- 
my was  forced  from  his  positions  on  the 
heights,  5c  fled  in  the  utmost  confusion  ; 
leaving  behind  him  as  far  as  I could 
judge,  150  pieces  of  cannon,  with  their 
ammunition,  which  fell  into  our  hands. 
1 continued  the  pursuit  till  long  after 
dark,  and  then  discontinued  it  only  on 
account  of  our  troops,  who  had  been  en- 
gaged during  12  hours,  and  because  I 
found  myself  on  the  same  road  with  Mar- 
shal Blucher,  who  assured  vne  of  his  in- 
tention to  follow  the  enemy  throughout 
ti  e night ; he  has  sent  tne  word  this  mor- 
ning that  lie  had  taken  60  pieces  of  can- 
non belonging  lo  the  imperial  Gurd,  and 
several  carriages,  baggage  Sec.  belonging 
to  Bontparte,  in  Genappc. 

I propose  to  move  this  morning  upon 
Nivells,  and  not  to  discontinue  my  opera- 
tions. 

Your  Lordship  will  observe,  tli3t  such 
a desperate  action  could  not  be  fought, 
and  such  advantages  could  not  be  gained, 
without  great  loss — and  I am  sorry  to 
add,  llia‘.  ours  has  been  immense. 

I send  with  this  dispatch,  2 Eagles, 
taken  by  the  troops  in  this  station.

vernment, which  has  been  partly  paid 
him.  It  is  calm  now — butif  the  wind 
springs  up,  we  shall  expect  to  find  the 
enemy  to-morrow.  His  force  is  3 lriga  es 
and  some  small  craft.”

Kingston,  June  15. 
Extract  of  a letter  dated  Panama, 

Mill  May 

« The  mercantile  state  of  this  place 
contiuue  the  same.  At  Lima  there  has 


been  received  a royal  decree,  in  which 
his  majesty  commands  all  goods  of  Brit 
ish  manufacture  remaining  on  hand  three 
months  after  the  issuing  £>f  said  decree, 
to  he  sold  without  fail  to  the  Philippine 
company,  and  if  tin*  holder  of  said  goods 
should  not  comply  with  this  decree,  In 
must  return  them  to  the  port  or  plac. 
whence  they  came.” 

June  26 — His  majesty’s  ship  Tanais, 
of  38  guns,  capi.  James  arrived  at  Pori 
Royal  on  Saturday,  in  five  days  from  Car 
thagena. 

Extract  of  a letter  from  Cartbagena, 
dated  the  \9th  June , 1815. 

“ You  will  learn  from  passengers  who 
proceed  from  hence  in  the  Tanais  frigate, 
the  actual  state  of  the  interior  of  this 
country,  and  I can  assure  you  that  I have 
now  not  the  least  dread  of  the  Spanish 
expidiiion.  The  few  Indians  and  otliei 
desperate  bands  ol  the  people  of  color 
and  blacks,  who  united  wile  the  Span- 
iards, have  had  temerity  enough  to  enter 
Bnranquilla  and  Mompez:  they  have 
been  compelled  to  retreat  to  tlie  Citnega 
ol  Santa  Martha,  leaving  brig  general 
Palacios  in  possession  of  Mompez,  and 
col.  llieux  now  commauds  at  Baranquilla, 
col.  Cortes  being  sick  at  present. 

“ The  last  express  from  Santa  Fe 
brings  favorable  intelligence,  and  fully 
confirms  prioa  accounts  that  every  thing 
is  tranquil  in  that  quarter. 

“ Some  of  the  merchants  here  are  now 
very  sorry  for  having  been  so  precipitate 
as  to  send  off  their  goods,  and  they  are 

generally  determined  to  remain  here. 

Some  arc  now  preparing  to  piocced  into 
the  interior.  Brig.  gens.  Castello  and 
Palacios  are  on  the  best  terms." 

BULLA  TIN  OF  THE  INDEPENDENT  AR 
MY,  ON  THE  MAGDALENA. 

Carthagena,  Jume  16. 
Extract  of  a letter  from  tlie  commandant  gen 
of  the  army  on  the  Mi.gdalena. 

“ The  enemy  are  posted  at  the  fort 
of  Carahano,  with  a part  of  their  light 
troops,  and  in  spite  of  the  thieats  thev 
have  held  out  and  the  panic  with  which 
they  have  struck  the  inhabitants  of  Bar- 
anquilla, they  are  on  the  point  of  falling 
hack  on  Cienega. 

"1  have  been  informed,  by  our  spies 
at  Sabana  Grande,  that  the  inhabitants  ol 
Mompez  have  put  to  the  sword  the  royal- 
ist garrison  that  was  in  that  city.  The 
unhappy  victions  are  variously  number- 
ed ; some  accounts  say  200,  some  50 0 ; 
one  woman  alone  killed  five  men  with 
her  own  hands, 

“ This  news  is  confirmed  by  the  spies 
of  Malamoo,  who  have  heard  it  at 
Cienega.” 

The  important  European  news,  pub- 
lished in  our  columns  to  day,  requires  no 
explanatory  comments,  though  its  great 
Icaiures  excite  as  much  rtdection  as  ad- 
miration. The  august  popular  convoca- 
tion, which,  according  to  the  customs  ol 
the  Franks,  used  to  be  held  in  a grea 
plain  in  the  open  air,  (the  assembly  being 
from  the  turn  and  place  of  meeting  called 
the  Tield  of  May,  this  great  assembly  has 
been  held  and  the  new  government  full; 
organized.  What  a contrast  does  it  form 
with  that  focus  of  intrigue,  efl'ronycry, 
hypocrisy  and  tyranny,  the  congress  of 
Vienna  ! Tne  one  recognizing  popular 
rights,  the  other  proscriqjng  them;  tin 
one  building  up  the  fabric  of  civilization, 
the  other  pulling  it  down.  « Emperor, 
consul,  soldier,”  says  Bonaprrte,  “ 1 hold 
every  thing  of  the  people.”  Here  is  no 
foolish  jargon  about  the  •<  pomp  of  her- 
aldry,” about  pedigree,  about  a long’Iine 
of  “ illustrious’’ kings  ; there  is  an  open 
unequivocal  recognition  of  the  only  legit- 
imate  sovereignty,  the  sovereignty  oftlu 
people.  Whilst  France  remains  faith- 
ful to  such  opinions,  she  is  safe.  Hei 
will  is  proclaimed  ; it  only  remains  to 
support  her  revolutionary  force.  Great 
disturbance  has  been  fomented  in  the  in- 
terior ; hut  taking  a general  view  of  het 
situation  it  appears  mast  favorable  to  a 
great  display  ol  power,  of  which  fervor  is 
the  certain  harbinger. — Columbian. 

The  Brussels  and  Louis  XVIIIth  Ga- 
zettes have  become  as  proverbially  infa- 
mous, as  in  those  days  when  the  « Devil 
and  the  Brussels  Gazette,”  was  the  rally 
ing  word  of  England  against  tlie  Bour- 
bons ; they  some  days  ago  informed  us 
that  prince  B.  had  been  arrested  in  Bava- 
ria, for  having  attempted  to  return,  or  to 
escape  to  France ; (prince  B.  was  th 
captain  of  the  life  guards  of  Louis  the 
XV1I1.)  mark  the  curious  incidents — <p 
accidents  ! The  Brussels  Gazette  of  jhe- 
gth  June,  announces  that  prince  Bertkin 
was  killed  by  9.  fall  from  a window  in  the 
palace  where  he  resided.  Bcrthier  ar- 
rested fifteen  days  before  for  having  a - 
tempted  to  return  to  France  l—Bcr.hier 
killed  by  a fall  from  a window  ! — Look 
for  the  commentary — read  it  in  the  ee 
claration  of  the  allies  against  the  ad  ie- 
'ents  of  Napoleon  ! Read  the  proclama- 
tion ot  the  pious  son  nf  St.  Louis,  who 
ptomised  a reward  of  two  nvlti>ns  to  any 
honest  and  faithful  royalist  vv  ho  would 
bring  him  the  head  of  Napoleon.
